The Liberal won in Radford, Oids 
East, Nisbet, Lone Pine, Hogadone, 
Acadia, Trochu, Huxley and at the 
advance poll. Majority of these 
points are in the eastern portion of 
the constituency, 

Mr. McArthur said there were

til all ballots are checked,

The M. & M. Farming Co., in 
which Morgan Brothers and Mjols- 
ness Brothers of Sundre are partners

A HOME FOR THE AGED 
(Continued From Page 1) 


no place to lay our head comfort- 
ably. 

Why are our worthy aged ones 
neglected like that? Why are they 
made to feel they are not wanted? 
Why are they made to think they 
are just in our way and are only 
permitted to stick around because 
there is no other place for them? 
Why are they brought to a mental 
State that they wish they were dead, 


las several have confided to me, so 


they would be out of everybody’s 
way? 

One of the reasons that I know of 
is the mistaken idea many people 
have, that sending an aged person 
to an old peoples’ home is equi- 
valent to sending him “over the 
hill to the poorhouse,” and personal 
pride rebels at the idea, It should 
be borne in mind always, that 
money is not everything, and that 
there are a number of things in 
life that money cannot buy, and 
a more comfortable old age is one 
of them, at least for the ordinary 
| citizen. 

So let us look at the situation 
intelligently, with an open and un- 
biased mind, and not consider the 
sending of one of our near relatives 
to a home for the aged, a stigma 
on our “good name” anymore, other 
than sending him or her to the 
Didsbury hospital when he or she 
is physically ill. 

It should be considered a black 
mark against our social order that 
grandmother or grandfather js dele- 
gated to one little room in the 
home of a relative or friend with 
nobody to talk to and nothing to 
do, and where she or he soon de- 
velop the idea that they are in the 
way and are only allowed to stay 
because there is no other place for 
them; or that grandmother has to 
rent a little room and do her own 
cooking, her own scrubbing and her 
own entertaining; or when grand. 
mother or grandfather has to live 
alone in a house or shack, and is 
found unconscious or dead in the 
yard by neighbors. 

It should create in all of us, both 
as a community and individually, 
a sense of satisfaction, a sense of 
a deed well done, if we had a place 
where our worthy aged ones could 
be looked after properly, without 
physical effort on their part and 
without mental exertion or worry; 
a place where they don't have to 
be alone, but can associate with 
people of their own age; where 
they can talk and argue and fight 
to their heart's content.

BY-LAW No. 632 
A BY-LAW TO AUTHORIZE THE

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE) 


TOWN OF DIDSBURY TO INCUR| 


AN INDEBTEDNESS ON BEHALF 
OF THE SAID TOWN FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF COMPLETING THE

aan SYSTEM AND EXTENDING 


WHEREAS it is necessary to com- 
plete the water supply and distri- 
bution system now under construc- 
tion within the Town of Didsbury; 

AND WHEREAS the Council 
deems it advisable to proceed with 
the extension of the water system 
and to issue debentures to the 
amount of $5,000.00; 

AND WHEREAS it is estimated by 
Messrs. Haddin, Davis & Brown, 
Professional Engineers, that the 
cost of completing the present sys- 
tem will be $17,000.00; 

AND WHEREAS in order to con- 
Struct and complete the said exten- 
sion and to complete the existing 
system, it will be necessary to 
borrow the said total amount of 
$22,000.00 on the credit of the Town 
by the issuing of debentures of the 
said Town as herein provided; 

AND WHEREAS the Municipal 
Council of the said Town has 
agreed to apply for a loan of the 
said amount under the provisions 
of the Self-Liquidating Projects Act, 
of the Province of Alberta; 

AND WHEREAS the Municipal 
Council of the said Town wish to 
repay the said loan over a period 
of Twenty (20) years in forty (40) 
equal semi-annual instalments of 
$670.12 cach, being the payments 
necessary to repay said loan and 
interest at the rate of two per cent 
(267) per annum on the amortiza- 
tion plan, the first of such payments 
to be due six months after the date 
of the advance under the said Act; 

AND WHEREAS the whole rate- 
able property of the said Town is, 
according to the last revised assess- 
ment roll, the sum of $1,092,971,00; 

AND WHEREAS the existing de- 
benture debt of the said Town ex- 
clusive of debentures issued for 
local improvements is $110,000.00; 

AND WHEREAS the estimated 
life of the said utility is twenty-five 
(25) years; 

AND WHEREAS the construction 
of the said water supply and distri- 
bution system has been provision- 
ally approved by the Provincial 
Board of Health under Certificate 
No. 700-50; 

AND WHEREAS it is estimated 
that from the proposed extension 
an annual amount of $544.00 will 
be collected for water 
charges and an annual amount of

sum required to make up a deficit 
shall be provided by a rate on all 
rateable property of the Town;

The Sawyer trap, 
England, is considered more 
humane than the ordinary — steel 
trap, since it kills as it catches. It 
has two arms which spring up and 
grip the animal about the neck or 
forward part of the body, killing it 
outright. 

The trap was origionally design- 
ed for rabbits, but it will be tried 
for other animals, including mink 
and marten, Which sometimes have 
escaped from steel traps after leav- 
ing a foot behind in the trap’s jaws.

| WHEAT AS FEED FOR 
LIVESTOCK 


(Department of Agriculture) 

In periods when a wheat surplus 
exists or when the crop has been 
damaged by frost, rust or unfavor- 
able weather at harvest time, the 
importance of giving wheat a place 
in farm rations merits consideration. 

Wheat is fully as palatable as the 
coarse grains more commonly used 
for feed. 

When mixing wheat with other 
grains, it should be done by weight 
rather than by measure. 

Wheat should never be ground 
finely for feeding. Medium to coarse 
grinding or rolling is preferable as 
finely ground wheat may become 
pasty when moistened and result 
in digestive disorders. 

Pigs 

Wheat like all other grains has 
individual characteristics and limi. 
tations in pig feeding, which re- 
quire that it be used with judge- 
ment. Though in some cases a high 
proportion of this grain has been 
used in feed mixtures with apparent 
satisfaction, there is some experi- 
mental evidence which suggests 
|that under certain conditions hogs 
iso fed may be penalized in carcass 
grade for over-finish even Wwhen 
marketed at 200 pounds live weight. 
However, when a mixture of grains 
is used there should be no danger 
of carcass penalty traceable to 
wheat when it constitutes not over 
60 per cent of the feed mixture. 

Beef Cattle 

For fattening market cattle, it is 
safer to feed wheat mixed with 
grains of bulky nature. Oats are 
particularly suitable for this pur- 
pose. It is advisable to include a 
high percentage of oats at the be- 
ginning of the feeding period and

When leg- 
ume hays form all or part of the 
roughage fed to dairy cows of aver. 
age producing ability, the need for 
costly, high protein feeds is reduc- 
ed and the cereal grains, including 
wheat, can be used more widely. 
Wheat may replace the coarse 
grains and bran in the rations of a 
milking cow to the extent of one- 
third of the total grain ration. 


Sheep 
Wheat has been fed extensively 

to fattening lambs and wintering 

ewes. It is frequently fed in the un- 

ground state, although the hard 

milling grades should be coarsely 

ground or cracked for general sheep 

feeding A mixture by weight of one 

part wheat and two parts oats 

would be suitable for ewes and 

for lambs during the early part of 
the fattening period. As the lamb 
feeding period advances, the pro- 

portion of wheat may be increased 

until three parts of wheat and one | 
part of odts are being fed. 


Horses 

The best single grain for horses 
is unquestionably oats, although | 
wheat may be used in the ration, 
especially for work horses. Wheat 
should be rolled or coarsely ground 
for horses and may be used with 
the greatest safety when fed with 
a bulky feed like oats. 

While experimental work now be- 
ing carried on to establish the rela- 
tive feeding value of wheat that 
was frosted at varying stages of 
growth is incomplete, present indi- 
cations are that weight per bushel 
is the best yardstick. 

Further information on feed and 
feeding practices is available from 
Provincial Department of Agricul- 
ture, Agricultural Colleges, Domin- 
ion Experimental Farms, and live- 
stock offices of the Dominion Dept. 
of Agriculture,

LARGEST DOME NEARS 


In London, England, crews — of 
workmen are busily completing 
work on the largest dome ever to 
be constructed anywhere in the 
world, A gigantic structure, 365 feet 
in diameter, and covering an area 
of 104,000 square feet, it has been 
named the “Dome ot Discovery 
and will be the feature of the Fes 
tival of Britain to be held next 
vear. It is over one fifth of a mile 
in circumference and rises 90 feet 
above ground level at its center 


The gleaming structure, which 
can be viewed from miles ab ut, 
will be constructed entirely of 


strong light weight aluminum, Al-

together, some 464,000 pounds of 
the metal will be required to com- 
plete the dome. 

The interesting method of con- 
struction consists of twelve main 
arch ribs which are arranged in 
‘yiss-cross fashion to form a trian- 
gulated structure, Aluminum sheet

Each of these ribs was built up of 
eight sections of various lengths for 
on-site assembly. The rib girders 
ire of triangular lJatticed design 
and are curved to a radius of 365 
feet.
